Many were surprised S unda y m or n­ 
ing to learn of t h e de a th of C h arles 
Cook , whose tall and sta te ly fig ure has 
bdeh a fam iliar object on our streets 
for th e past th ir ty tw o y ears. 
He had 
been confined to th e house for sev eral 
day s with r h e um a tism ; h e arose from 
t h e bed on Sa turda y , inte nding to walk 
up town, 
but fell to t h e lloor from 
weak ness. At fiv e o'clock S a t ur da y af­ 
ternoon he was ta k e n with pneum onia 
and a t four o’clock th e ne x t m orning 
he passed to his rest. 
M r. Cook was born at C lark sv ille, 
Tenn., M arch 16, 1824, and was conse­ 
q uently at th e tim e of his de a th . 73 
y ears, 7 months and 11 day s old.

first forty y ears of his life was spent in 
bondag e, which was brok en by Lin­ 
coln's em ancipation 
proclam ation on 
J a nua r y 1, 1863. 
In 1865, with his sec­ 
ond wife he c am e to Dix on, which has 
e v e r since been his home. 
His first 
wife was sep arated from him by th e 
atrocious laws which in th e South null­ 
ified 
the? 
sacred 
m a r r i a g e relation 
a m ong th e colored people. A t an early 
ag e, Mr. Cook ’s relig ious instincts led 
him into the Methodist c h ur c h ,in which 
fellowship he 
rem ained 
until a few 
y ears ag o. Mr. Cook , in his prime, was 
a m a n of fine phy siq ue and alw ay s 
bore t h a t courteous dig nity so conspic­ 
uous truong th e personal a tte nda nts of 
t h e S outne rn aristocracy . 
H e was a 
m an, too, of m ore th a n ordina ry intel' 
lectual endow m ent, 
and 
h a d he r e ­ 
ceiv ed e a r ly educational adv antag es, 
would h a v e been a m a c of c om m a nding 
influence a m ong his people. 
He leav es a wife, one son,—E dw ard, 
and throe 
da ug h t e r s —Miss 
H attie, 
Mrs. Annie S m ith and Miss Ev a.

At the sea level, w ith the barometer 
marking 80 inches and the thermometer 
8 2 degrees F., a cubic foot of pure dry 
air weighs about 505 grains troy.

W hen vapor is mixed w ith dry 
air. therefore, the resulting eomj>ound 
is lighter— that is to say, damp air is 
lighter than dry air.

The gulf of Mexico is a water of 
storms, not 
frequent, but 
frenziedly 
violent. 
It is, in effect, an immense 
scallop cut from the land, and hurri 
canes seem to gravitate to it naturally. 
They are born in the neighborhood of 
the Saragossa sea, strike the W est In ­ 
dies and not infrequently leave those 
islands at a tangent, just as a ball 
thrown at an obtuse angle against a 
w all slides along it for a little space 
and again seeks vacancy. 
These erratic 
forces of the air strike the coast of M ex­ 
ico, or the coast of Texas, according to 
their angle, and death is in their track. 
The things called “ tidal waves” in that 
section are not really tidal waves. They 
are not caused by an upheaval 
They 
are merely local in effect. They are not 
vast w alls of water moving w ith resist­ 
less speed and weight over the face of 
the ocean. 
They are waters banked up 
against a low coast by wind pressure 
until they overflow. 
In many instances 
the submergence is gradual and ample 
opportunity for escape is given.

times the violence of the air makes them 
sudden and people are drowned.— Chi 
cago Times-Herald.

In the best modern aquarium practice 
the rock work in the tanks is simple in

Elaborate rockwork is more 
difficult to keep clean, and if bulky it 
displaces, of course, just so much water, 
and so lessens the sustaining power of 
the tank, but rockwork in some form or 
vegetation is desirable for the comfort 
of the fishes. 
There are fishes that like 
to loaf around rocks or perhaps to creep 
under them. 
In nature they find food 
in such places, and it may be shelter 
from their enemies, and there are fishes 
equally accustomed to plants of one sort 
and another, and almost all fishes at 
times like seclusion or places where 
they can go by themselves 
In an aqua 
rium it is a common thing to see a fish 
motionless behind some slender plant 
which does not conceal it, 
but does 
serve as a place of retreat.— New York 
Sun.

Saturday morning the dead body of 
I John Bauch was found 
by his sister 
on the lawn at his fath er’s home in the 
environs of Freeport. 
The father is 
a well known gardener and owns a 
largo house in 
the outskirts of the 
city. 
Th e son was a inolder at the 
A rcade foundry, 24 years old and un­ 
m arried. 


The story of the finding of the body 
is all that is known about what hap­ 
pened. 
His sister arose in the m orn­ 
ing and at 6.15 called 
him 
to come 
down to breakfast. 
He did 
not an­ 
swer and she found that he 
was not 
in his room. 
Through the open 
w in­ 
dow there was a view of the garden, 
with its shrubbery still in sufficient 
foliage to hide parts of the ground, 
but in one spot she could see his 
hat. 
She ran down stairs and going 
the yard found there not many 
from the house, the dead body of 
brother. 
He had been shot in the stomach 
with a 32-calibre revolver and 
lay on 
the ground 
face downward 
and 
feet 
crossed, 
in his pocket there 
was an 
empty pocketbook. 
No revolver 
was 
found near and the wound 
was m a ie 
from a distance, which scouts the the­ 
ory of suicide. 
In the evening he had 
been down town and was know to have 
a $10 and a $i bill in this same pocket- 
book. 


A t about 12 o’clock Ja c k Cockran, a 
former constable, heard a pistol shet 
as he was driving past the house, but 
seeing nothing, drove on until he ram o 
to an arc light, and then looked back. 
He saw two women, and one of them 
was Mrs. Piper, who lives two doors 
from the Bauch residence. 
She says 
she was coming home at that tim e and 
heard the shot and a groan, but sup­ 
posed it was some boys playing pranks. 
Joh n Bauch wont down town Satu rd ay 
night and was in a saloon playing a 
game of billiards there 
with 
Ed. 
Hanke. 
He took a glass of beer as he 
left, but did not drink more than was 
his custom, and he has alw ays been 
known as a sober, moral young man. 
He must have gone im m ediately home, 
for it was late when he left the saloon, 
and the shot was heard soon after. 
The supposition is th at he found a 
burglar at work when he got home, 
and in trying to capture him was shot 
and killed. 
W h en a physician was 
called he found the body still warm, 
the heat being retained by the cloth­ 
ing. 


The coroDer called a ju ry and after 
looking at the body decided to post­ 
pone a verdict until this morning at 
9 o’clock. 
The police found nothing 
to throw lig h t 
on 
the 
mysterious 
tragedy. 
There was no revolver near 
the spot and the wound shows that the 
shot was fired from a distance.

A party headed try George Kremer, 
afterw ard a m em b er of congress, was 
hurriedly made up and w ent in pursuit 
of the refugee 
He w as captured and re­ 
turned to the custody of Sheriff Antes 
at the jail m Hunb ury 
He was tried 
and convicted, and his sentence is one 
of tlie strangest found in the annals of 
crim inal history in Pennsylvania. 
The 
q uarter sessions docket, still preserved 
am ong the court records at Nun b ury 
(for Septemb er term, 1784), shows tha t 
ho was convicted of felony, and the fol­ 
low ing sentence w as imposed: 
“ .Judgment — tha t the said Joseph 
Disb erry receive 89 lashes b etween the 
hours of 8 and 9 o ’clock tomorrow'; to 
stand in the pillory one hour; to have 
Ins ears cut off and nailed to tin- post; 
to return the property stolen or the 
value thereof; rem ain in prison three 
m onths; pay a fine of JUiiU to the honor 
ab le the president of this state tor the 
support of the governm ent and stand 
convicted until 
line, 
fees, 
etc., 
are 
paid. ” 
T his rem arkab le sentence shows the 
estim ate that was put on Joe as a c rim ­ 
inal 
T he w hipping post and pillory 
stood in the pub lic sq uare in Sunb ury, 
and the spot can still b e ¡jointed out. 
Colonel Henry Antes, the sheriff, d i­ 
rected the w hipping if lie did not do it 
him self 
There is no record to show 
who did th« * ear cropping, b ut us the 
surgical operation fell to the sheriff it 
is presumed that he did. A m ong the 12 
men w ho conq iosed the ju ry were sev­ 
eral noted Indian fighters and R evolu­ 
tionary soldiers. Peter Hosterm an, fore­ 
man, was active as a m ilitiam an and 
had com m and at one tim e of a company 
to repel Indian attacks 
Adam and M i­ 
chael Grove 
were 
famous us Indian 
scouts and were 
engaged 
m several 
b loody encounters with 
tho 
savages. 
This severe sentence did not cure .h>e of 
his thieving projxusities, for the q u a r­ 
ter sessions docket lor A ugust term, 
J79 8, shows that he was arraigned ami 
tried on three indictm ents for rob b ing 
the houses of P hilip Bower, Peter Jones 
and Isaiah W illitts and convicted on 
each. 
The Hon Jacob Rush, president 
judge of the judicial district, was on 
the b ench and imposed the following 
sentence: 
“ That the prisoner, Joseph Disb erry, 
forteit all and singular his goods and 
chattels, land and tenements, to and 
for the use of the com m onw ealth, and 
undergo a servitude of seven years for 
the b urglary com m itted in the house of 
P hilip Bower, and b e com m itted I*» the 
house of correction, pay the costs of 
prosecution, etc. 
The court then sen- 
. fenced him on the two other indictments, 
seven years each, and continued: “ T hat 
I the defendant b e conveyed to the jail 
I and penitentiary house «>1 P hiladelphia 
| to undergo the servitude aforesaid for 
j the term of 2 1 years 
Joseph Disb erry b e kept, for tin- space 
! of tw o years in the solitary cell out of 
; the term ot 21 years 
| 
W hen the sentence was b eing 
de- 
t livered, Joe was an attentive listener, 
: and wlifii the last “ seven” was pro­ 
nounced he b roke ui w ith the remark, 
j “ Why, judge, three tim es seven are 
21!” w hich 
caused 
the audience to 
! smile. Joe was b rought to this city and 
' served his long sentence, W’hich expired 
in 1819 
He returned to his old haunts 
ab out fcjunb ury and ¡Selinsgrove an old 
man, b ut as m erry as ever 
H is long 
and freq uent punishm ent failed to m ake 
an honest m an of lnm , ami he continued 
to pilfer wherever an opportunity off e r­ 
ed. 
T he « late of his death is unknown, 
b ut it is said that h< 
a m ill m Union county to steal flour, 
and. falling through a hatchw ay, 
mis 
taim-d injuries which finally killed him 
— P hiladelphia Times.

W o m an and Lift* In su ran re. 
Perhap s no better ex amp le of the con­ 
stantly increasing and recognized im ­ 
p ortance of woman in the business 
world could be cited than the absolute­ 
ly changed attitude of all leading insur­ 
ance comp anies toward her interests 
Until quite recently women were con­ 
sidered a much less desirable risk than 
men, and the married woman, enjoy ing 
the shelter and p rotection of a home, 
was 
for 
p erfectly obvious 
reasons 
thought to rep resent a much less good 
chance than the single woman, who 
feels herself obliged to go to business in 
all ex tremes of weather and all condi­ 
tions of health. 
it is the ex p erience of insurance com­ 
p anies, however, 
that the m ortality 
among women is not greater than that 
among men. 
Indeed after the age of 48 
women live longer on the average than 
men, and it is not absolutely p roved that 
even before that age the m ortality is 
larger. That is still a matter of conjec­ 
ture, and the comp anies are watching 
and comp aring statistics w ith the great­ 
est interest and care. 
However, with 
the average after 48 so decidedly in her 
favor the best comp anies have felt 
themselves justified in leveling all dis­ 
tinctions so that, instead of p ay ing $5 
more p remium a y ear than a man, as 
formerly , a woman of any age, married 
or unmarried, can now take out all the 
insurance that she can p ay for at ex act­ 
ly the same rates and under the same 
conditions as a man. 
In the insp ection 
o f circumstances there is, however, this 


difference. If a woman insures her life 
in favor of her husband, she is obliged 
to answer a list of “ sup p lemental ques­ 
tion^.” as to whether his life is insured, 
what his income is. etc., and both his 
business and moral records are thor­ 
oughly investigated. 
The comp etition between rich and 
p owerful comp anies has led also to the 
removal of many other restrictions as to 
occup ations, manner of death, etc., as 
well as to the adop tion of certain new 
features very much to the advantage of 
those who wish to p rovide either for 
their own old age or for those who shall 
come after them, for, while life insur­ 
ance formerly meant ex clusively money 
to be p aid over to some one else after 
the insurer died, its most p op ular form 
today is that which, while p roviding 
for this contingency , also offers several 
different op p ortunities for guaranteeing 
a future income without any p ossibility 
of loss to old age, when the chance or 
inclination to work has gone. 
Iu fact, 
the leading comp anies of today op erate 
ex actly like a great savings bank that, 
besides p ay ing a good rate of interest 
on the money invested, offers the addi­ 
tional advantage of p ay ing over a fix ed 
sum to any named beneficiary iu case of 
one’s death. For instance, for from $30 
to $5 0 a y ear, according to the age, a 
woman may take out an endowment 
p olicy for 2 0 y ears, at the end of which 
time she will have something like $ 1,- 
5 00 p aid over to her, and should site 
die iu the ihcantime $ 1 ,0 0 0 will bo 
p aid to any dep endent relative whom 
» he may have chosen.—»St. Louis ¡

The E d u catio n Q u estio n . 
After 20 y ears’ ex p erience and more 
I am not convinced of the mental equal­ 
ity of men and women, neither that 
they can p roduce the same results, nor 
that the same training isgoix i for them. 
The disadvantages of a joint educa­ 
tion, as they concern women and men, 
are of two kinds. We have shown, with 
regard to the first, that w hat is the 
ideal education for a woman has never 
been worked out, and the p rop osition 
that it should be identical with a m an’s 
is a mere assump tion. 
The contention 
that it should be different was a strong 
p oint with the op p onent of the Cam- 
bridge grace. 
The most authoritative 
statement on this side came from Dr. 
Westcott, bishop of Durham, in a letter 
to Bishop Selwy n. 
He say s that no one 
can be more anx ious than himself that 
the highest p ossible education should be 
p laced within the reach of women, but 
th at such education must be adap ted, 
both from its general scop e and in its 
details, to the discip lining and develop ­ 
ing of their p eculiar endowments. 
“ A p erfect woman is distinct in ty p e 
from a p erfect man. 
it will, I sup p ose, 
be admitted that women are constitu­ 
tionally different from men, that they 
have p eculiar gifts and that the moral 
and intellectual p owers which the two 
sex es have in common are, for the most 
p art, combined in them in different 
p rop ortions and tend to form different 
characters. It will also be admitted that 
education is designed to tram the whole 
p erson and not any one p art and to give 
as natural and comp lete aud harmonious 
an ex p ression as p ossible to the sum of 
the student’s p owers. 
If, then, the 
Cambridge honor course has been care­ 
fully designed to meet the sp ecial p ow 
ers and needs of men, it must so far fail 
to meet the sp ecial p owers and needs of 
women. If a woman is forced to submit 
to conditions which have been laid 
down, not only requirements, she must 
suffer. 
1 gratefully recognize the intel­ 
lectual gain which women have found 
in the Cambridge course, but I believe 
that it has been secured at a high cost 
und not without loss.” 
It would p robably , therefore, be a 
misfortune if the education of women 
was tix ed for the future on the same 
lines as that of men.—Oscar Browning 
in Forum.

Dr Kleuzo has recently answered this 
question by a most uncomp romising 
negative. Various kinds of cheeses wei e 
artificially digested with gastric juice, 
and, under th» * most favorable circum ­ 
stances, they took very nearly twice as 
long as the ordinary foods contained in 
a mix ed dietary . 
The reason for this is p robably the 
fact that, although cheese for the most 
p art consists of casein—a highly digesti­ 
ble substance—it is so intim ately mix ed 
w ith various kinds of fats which are 
not acted up on by gastric juice that the 
gastric juice is sep arated, as it were, 
from the digestible casein by an indi­ 
gestible envelop e of fat. 
Therefore if large p ieces of cheese 
are swallowed they can neither lie d i­ 
gested hy the stomach nor are they 
p assed oil to the testinal juices, but 
they remain in the stomach and irritate 
it to such an ex tent that the sy mp tom« 
of indigestion sup ervene. 
(J*r advice is, therefore, n o t’to ex ­ 
clude cheese from the household diet­ 
ary , hut rather to be careful to eat it in 
small p ieces and must irate it carefully 
m the mouth, mix ing it as thoroughly 
as p ossible with I » read or some other 
food substance, as mastication of cheese 
by itself is very difficult owing to its 
tenacious consistence.—Pearson’s Week­ 
ly .
